AN ACT CONCERNING THE VALUATION OF MATERIALS USED IN
PRIOR ELECTIONS.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General
Assembly convened:

Section 1. (NEW) (Effective October 1, 2009) Notwithstanding any
provision of the general statutes, for the purposes of chapters 155 and
157 of the general statutes, any goods or materials used by a candidate
in a prior election that are used in a subsequent election, including, but
not limited to, lawn signs, shall be valued at five per cent of the fair

market value for such goods or materials.

This act shall take effect as follows and shall amend the following
sections:
